PUSD Ponders Merger 


The trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District failed to kill a 
possible merger with the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School District 
Monday night and in fact gave the 
annexation another chance to 
survive, depending on action being 
taken at a simultaneous Yorba Linda 
board meeting. 

The PUSD board was unanimous 
however, in rejecting provisions 
offered by the Fullerton Union High 
School District, the third entity in 


the triangle merger. 

Fullerton, which serves as Yorba 
Linda’s high school educational unit 
had included provisions in a letter to 
Yorba Linda considered by PUSD 

, trustees as economically prohibi- 
} tive.

Body Blow 
For Airport 


‘The opponents of the Chino Hills 
Airport have just won another 
round.”’ 

That was the exultant declaration 
of Yorba Linda Mayor Henry Wedaa 
last Monday morning when he 
informed this newspaper of the 
results of the latest action on the 
controversial airport within the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG). 

Wedaa said that a month ago the 
Aviation and Technical Advisory 
Committee of SCAG, unanimously 
rejected the proposed study by still 
another committee, the  Inter- 
County Airport Authority. 

The ICAA appealed that decision 
to the T&U Committee for review 
and possible approval of the study. 
However, the T&U voted 9-4 not to 
put the ICAA proposal into the 
overall work program. 

This was a vital decision as the 
Federal Aviation Administration of 
the federal government takes the 
position that projects not approved 
for the work program will not receive 
funding approval. 


Wedaa said the ICAA group will 
now take the T&U decision to the 
SCAG Executive Committee on 


appeal. 
As the local City Council’s 
representative to SCAG Wedaa 


serves on the Executive Committee 
and will have a say-on the appeal. 

Wedaa said: ‘‘It is gratifying that 
the Transportation and Utilities 
Committee has seen fit to make the 
same decision that experts on the 
Aviation and Technical Advisory 
Committee has made. 

‘This decision is, of course, the 
type of decision we in the North 
Orange county area really want as 
we oppose the airport. I will surely 
be voting in opposition as I am sure 
that Supervisor Ralph Diedrich will 
be when the issue is brought before 
us as members of the Executive 
Committee. 

‘‘Also, by using my extensive 
background in airport studies I hope 
to lobby my fellow Executive 
Committee members in support of 
our position,’ Wedaa said. 


Hospital Approved 


Placentia Linda Community Hos- 
pital, Placentia, has been approved 
under the consolidated hospital 
survey program of the California 
Medical Association (CMA) and the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals (JCAH). 

Dr. Ralph M. Milliken, CMA 
president, said, ‘‘We believe that 
the CMA-JCAH consolidated survey 
program is proving its merit in 
helping hospitals maintain the 
highest quality patient care. 

“The program’s surveyors spend 
one to two days at a hospital, with 
the CMA representatives reviewing 
the medical staff's organization, the 


Imperial 
Restriping 
Funded 


The Icng awaited restriping of 
Imperial Highway will get underway 
shortly after the California Highway 
Commission released $26,000 for 
beginning the project. 

The money will be used to install 
left-turn lanes and a guardrail along 
Imperial Highway between Rose 
Drive and Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

No date has been set for 
advertising the project. Richard 
Polen of the City Engineer’s office, 
hailed the announcement = as 
encouraging. He said that allocation 
of funds was the first step needed to 
get the work underway. 

A lengthy series of accidents, 
some of them resulting in fatalities, 
has plagued Imperial Highway over 
the years. The city government, 
police authorities and private 
citizens have long been agitating for 
restriping to lessen the danger to 
motorists who have to dash madly 
across Imperial in the face of 

traffic from streets which 
intersect at difficult angles.

PUSD board clerk Jean Pappas 
took an opposite view. ‘‘Concerning 
the report from Fullerton,’’ Mrs. 
Pappas began. ‘‘We cannot meet 
their requirements. I hesitate to 
support the annexation. I think 
every district in the state of 
California in the next couple of years 
is going to be in a state of financial 
crisis, indluding our own, and that’s 
the time.we may have to go to our 
voters. 

‘‘The Yorba Linda school district 
lost their election by more votes than 
they did in the election prior to this 
and I really wonder what the benefit 
would be to our district to have this 
annexation come to pass.”’ 

Trustees during the hour of 
dialogue, talked on both sides of the 
equation with Balducci and Dr. 
William Yates making most of the 
motions and secondings. At one 
time Yates had a motion on the floor 
which rejected Fullerton’s condi- 
tions but suggested that the three 
boards ‘‘proceed on joint terms that 
may require special legislative 
action and terms should deal with 
transfer of property, phasing in of 
students, setting of priorities of staff 
acquisition on some priority basis.’’ 

This was immediately, seconded 
by Balducci. Then Mrs. Pappas 
asked Yates to break it into two 
motions (not accomplished) and 
board president John Press asked 
that it be amended to include ‘‘only 
if board action taking place in Yorba 
Linda this evening indicates some 
very positive action on their part.”’ 
Yates agreed. 

That motion, with everyone 
contributing something to it except 
trustee Sal Zavala, was then 
scrapped and never voted upon. 
Instead Balducci suggested a new 
motion: ‘‘Take the terms that the 
superintendent (PUSD superinten- 
dent John Tynes) has laid down and 
put them in a positive vein and say, 
here are the things that we want. 
Send it to Yorba Linda and a copy to 
Fullerton and suggest that at their 
convenience we would be happy to 
meet with them and discuss these

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A possible break in the impasse 
which has been plaguing the Yorba 
Linda, Placentia Unified and 
Fullerton Union High School 
districts may have occurred last 
week when the Board of Trustees of 
the latter district enumerated its 
conditions on the subject. 

FUHSD trustees issued a proposal 
which would allow Yorba Linda 
students to be transferred out of the 
district and set the stage for the 
Yorba Linda Elementary District to 
annex to the PUSD. 

The conditions for withdrawing 
YL students, most of whom attend 
Troy High in the PUHSD, were 
prefaced with a position statement 
in which the board indicated its 
strong concern with the effect of the 
action, should it ever take place. 

That effect is covered in the terms 
of the conditions whereby FUHSD 
would realize some benefits. 

Both the Yorba Linda and 
Placentia Districts reacted to the 
Fullerton proposal at meetings last 
Monday night. This article deals 
with the YL District discussion while 
an accompanying story details the 
PUSD action. 

YLSD Board President Paul 
Armstrong, Trustee Gerald Rost and 
Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge will, in Rost’s words, 
‘‘wrestle out a ‘middle of the road’ 
position paper.”’ 

This stance was adopted by the 
board as it reacted to the Fullerton 
proposals. It also was the tactic 
agreed upon without having 
knowledge of the PUSD position. 

Armstrong admitted to having 
‘‘second thoughts’’ about a letter he 
had addressed to the Placentia 
board, saying that he ‘‘realized it did 
not do justice to the subject matter.”’ 

That letter had left the PUSD 
board with the impression that the 
YL trustees were somewhat less 
than united on what the district 
should do about annexation or 
unification. 

‘Placentia was looking for a firm 
affirmation on our _ position,”’ 
Armstrong said, ‘‘and we appeared 
hesitant on how we stand.”’ 

The board president called for 
writing ‘‘a letter of intent or 
understanding’ to outline the 
district’s desires. He also expressed 
lukewarm feelings to an earlier 
suggestion of Trustee Shirley 
Guardia for a community survey on 
the matter. 

‘‘] want to know how the people 
feel but I don’t think we can wait for 
such a survey to be made now,”’ 
Armstrong declared. He also 
expressed negative feelings on 
hiring a consultant at this time to 
assist the board in reaching a 
decision.

Fullerton’s cost 
of educating high school students is 
above PUSD’s; the Fullerton district 
is already in financial trouble; if 
Yorba Linda youngsters are pulled 
out of Troy High School in Fullerton;

It will probably force us 
earlier than we had anticipated to 
build another school. It seems to me 
we are defeating the purpose of 
using current buildings to maximum 
usage.”’ 

President Press: ‘‘It might make it 
difficult to get any kind of special 
legislative relief to accommodate 
when such relief would promote the 
need to immediately start a building 
program to accommodate an influx 
of students who wouldn’t otherwise 
be here.’’ 

Dr. Yates: ‘‘It turns out that it 
costs the state $300 less to educate 
students in Placentia than in 


Fullerton District is looking at very 
seriously and this is if the Yorba 
Linda schools should leave their 
district, it would mean raising the 
taxes throughout the total of the rest 
of the district.’’ 

A previous request by PUSD 
trustees that the Yorba Linda district 
first make a formal petition to the 
Orange County Board of Education 
for annexation was dropped by 
PUSD on legal information that that 
would take the Yorba Linda board 
out of the action, leaving the 
conversation then only between the 
Fullerton and Placentia districts. 

Mrs. Pappas: ‘‘I have yet to hear 
anyone tell me what advantage it 
would be to this district. 1 think we 
have to think selfishly of what the 
annexation would mean to our 
district.” 

Balducci: ‘‘It doesn’t necessarily 
have to be advantageous to us as 
long as it isn’t disadvantageous, in. 
my mind. If it costs the kids of 
Placentia educational opportunities 
I'll be against it. But it’s not been 
demonstrated nor shown to me. 
Yorba Linda has a problem and I’d 
like to try to help them out. And if we 
can’t reach an agreement we can’t, 
but I don’t think we've tried.”’

road’* compromise in relation to the 


Fullerton proposal. He asserted that 
‘‘we must show them we are earnest 
about getting the annexation 
procedure going.”’ 

Rost reminded that ‘‘no program 
will result until we make our offer.

If we can’t agree 
on a common ground we should 
withdraw,’’ Rost said. He too was 
against the hiring of a consultant.

Bremer were absent from the 


meeting, the latter coming in after 
the discussion had been told on this 
item. 


In answer to a question from the 
audience Rost said that his ‘‘middle 
of the road’’ compromise was based 
on answering some of the FUHSD 
conditions. 


He enumerated phasing pupils 
out of the FUHSD, distribution of 
personal property, fate of the high 
school site in Yorba Linda, 
distribution of assets and employ- 
ment of personnel if the annexation 
occurs as points to be negotiated.
